The time of the City Council last 
evening was almost entirely taken 
up by routine work. 

A largely signed petition was pre- 
sented for the opening up of First 
Street East (west Railway Street) 
from University Avenue to Nine- 
teenth Avenue south. 
urged on account of the closing of 
the railway crossings immediately 
south of Whyte Avenue. 

Several prominent citizens whose 
signatures appeared on the petition 
were present, and at the invitation 
of the mayor, Mr. J. J. Duggan 
spoke in support of the petition. The 
matter was referred to the public 
works committee with power to act. 

Messrs. J. Gainer & Co. wrote, 
calling attention to the bad condi- 
tion of Whyte Avenue from Cameron 
Street to Mill Creek, and asking 
whether something could not be done 
to improve it. As this street is at 
present under the _ supervision of 
Foreman Palmer and it is only a 
question of when he and his’ men can 
get to it, no action was taken by 
the council on ihe letter. 

Major Jamieson wrote, enclosing a 
letter from Col. Steele in regard to 
an armory for B Squadron C. M. R. 
in Strathcona. In reply to an _ en- 
quiry from Major Jamieson as to 
whether the Militia Department 
would build an armory here, Colonel 
Steele stated in his letter that he 
had taken up the ‘ matter with the 
department and it had been promis- 
ed consideration. The city of Cal- 
gary, said the Colonel, offered q free 
site for an armory, and he thought 
Strathcona’s. application would be 
more favorably considered if this 
city would offer a free site. The de- 
partment would, he said, put up a 
building which would be a credit to 
the city. The industrial committee 
were asked to report on this question 
at the next meeting of the council. 

A letter was read from the mayor 
recommending that the question the 
taken up of instituting a better sys- 
tem of keeping the accounts of the 
electric light department.

Winnipeg Broker’s 


Sentence Reduced 
Winnipeg, Oct. 8—John D. Ed- 


wards, the Winnipeg defaulting brok- 
er, will serve two years in the Mani- 
toba penitentiaty instead of ten. 
This is the sentence of the court of 
appeal delivered this morning after 
a most careful consideration of the 
case. In passing judgment all the 
judges im appeal concurred. They 
paid high tribute to the probity and 
ability of Police Magistrate Daly, 
but felt bound to decide that he had 
made an error in taking into con- 
sideration the former conviction, 
which had not either been charged 
against Edwards or served. They 
also held it improper for any police 
magistrate or judge in passing sen- 
tence upon a prisoner to be influenc- 
ed by annonymous communications 
or general accusations. This had 
been done in this case. These docu- 
ments which had so influenced Mr. 
Daly in passing extremely severe sen- 
tence had been forwarded by Mr. 
Daly to the court of appeal in the 
report: he made to the court, but 
they should not in any way be con- 
sidered. The court was composed of 
Justice Richardson, Justice Perdue 
and Justice Phippen. The chief jus- 
tice was on the bench but took no 
part in the proceedings, as he had 
not heard the arguments. George 
Patterson appeared for the crown. 
Geo. A. Stewart Potts appeared for 
the prisoner.

Canada 


Tokio, Oct. 8.—The yellow press 
still continues to attack the govern- 
ment for their passive attitude in re- 
gard to the Vancouver incident and 
some of the Opposition papers pro- 
pose that a mere money payment can 
by no means wipe out the affront 
offered to the Japanese nation. ‘‘Be- 
side us, Canadians are very little 
people,’’ says a bitter article in the 
Sundai News, ‘‘and they rely entire- 
ly on England and the British navy 
for protection against invasion and 
even annihilation. Yet Canada has 
done nothing for the mother country, 
in return and although there are ties 
of blood and family, it is doubtful 
whether public opinion in England 
would permit fleets to be diverted 
from home waters at the present 
time to battle in the Pacific and the 
cause of the fire eaters of British Co- 
lumbia. England has stood {faith- 
fully by her obligatians, and if she 
now finds herself in a delicate posi- 
tion, it is because our own states- 
men have feared and still. fear to 
grapple with the problem confronting 
them on the Pacific coast of North 
America. A little firmness now; and 
our just rights would be. recognized 
everywhere, our rights to colonize 
and trade.
